“We still have so much 
to do.” This came from the man who, even in the 
pall of death, could not leave the struggle. Certainly 
the obligation was anyone’s but his, the sagacious, val- 
iant leader, who has accomplished so many things. 

Pope Pius XI had a distinctly human side. Italian 
mountaineers still recall from before the turn of the 
century when a burly guide, fallen into a deep snow- 
crevice, was hoisted to safety. Achilles Ratti, then a 
scant, wiry, 150 pounder, was the rescuer. Also he 
sav ed a son of royalty, carrying him out of danger 
through a tortuous Alpine passage. 

Following his ordination in 1882, the young Italian 
priest was a convent chaplain. Then his ability merited 
a transfer to the Ambrosian Library. Here he pub- 
lished seventy books and manuscripts, winning the ap- 
proval of his superiors. He was particularly kind, 
even to the pauperous little lads who operated as chim- 
ney-sweeps in Milan. He was their democratic, arch- 
friendT 

Those dying words, “we still have so much to do,” 
were characteristic of the Pope. A more serious, human, 
and efficient ruler this twentieth century has never 
seen. The great protector of the faith, his memory 
is a fitting and exemplary inspiration. No more im- 
pressive challenge could there be to the Church Mili- 
tant than the words of its dying leader, “we still have 
so much to do.”
